TURKEY'S OIL.’ 

New York, April 21. 

Speaking at a dinner of tha Federated American Chambers of 
Commerce on the Near East last evening, Admiral Chester declared 
that “spheres of influence” had thrown every kind “of obstacle. in 
his way since he had been endeavouring to secre a concession in 
Turkey. He said that during the closing days of the War, the 
Navy Department urged him frantically to complete the negotiations, 
as the oil shortage threatened all their feats. The British Ambas- 
sador assured him that Britain would not object, but: the Ambas- 
sador had been overruled. -American capitalists questioned the 
advisabiliny of Turkey giving him concessions, because 
ists were not behind the deal, but the Turkish Gove 
behind him, and that was all he required. “You may not know it, 
but for a sccre of years the United Sta‘es Government has been try- 
ing to get into Asia by the back door, because these spheres of 
influence barred the front door,” said the Admiral. By granting the 
concession, Turkey was confident of the support of the only big Power 
in the, world no: having political ambitions In the Near East. He 
was Sure that this step would mean for Turkey independence and 
freedom trom foreign domiraticn, whi ch had held her back for 
centuries,

Among the topics to be discuss- 
ed are equal pay for equal work, 
tha economic position of the wife, 
the illegitimate child and the 
Rationality of married women. 
The conference will celebrate the 
Stanting of equal suffrage to wo- 
men throughout the United States 
and alsothe first victories of the 
Movement in the Orient, the 
women of several presidencies af 
India and Burma having obtained 
the vote since the Geneva Con- 
Gress of 1920. 

However, the Alliance is not 
only concerned with suffrage 
rights but upholds tha vause of
